ty , this mo rn in g with the ex p ectatio n 
o f meetin g the Rev . Mr. Offu tt there. 
He p lan n ed to go there to day to be­ 
gin a series o f p ro tracted m eeting s. 
The Lewis Creek man , who was 
here last n ight, was sen t here by the 
Flat Ro ck Christian chu rch co n gre­ 
gatio n to let the ev an gelist k n o w that 
the chu rch sto o d as a u n it behin d 
him an d was willin g to go to an y en d 
to clear him o f the false 
charges, 
which were made again st 
his go o d 
n ame by an article p u blished in the 
Shelby v ille p ap ers. 
While here last 
n ight, he stated that the ev an gelist 
was held in high esteem by the mem­ 
bers o f the chu rch as they fo u n d n o 
fau lt with his actio n s an d had man y 
reco mmen datio n s

Instead of lowering the p rice of 
Bides as has been ex p ected the taking 
off of the tariff on hides has been fol­ 
lowed by the boosting of the p rices 
and they p romise to bring higher 
p rices in a few months than they 
ever have in the p ast, say s the M ar­ 
ion Chronicle. 
Boot%and shoe manu factu rers have 
learned with no p leasant emotions 
du ring the last week of a p rop osed 
cu t in the discou nt to be made by the 
members of the National Association 
of Hide and Leather Dealers of the 
cou ntry . 
The p rop osition, as receiv­ 
ed in confidential advices from the 
association’s meeting in the East a 
few day s ago, would redu ce the dis­ 
cou nts now allowed of 5 p er cent off 
ta 2 p er cent off. 
This in 
itself 
seems on its face ajsmall matter, bu t 
its imp ortance to a shoe manu fac­

One large manu factu rer 
in the local trade makes the claim 
that his firm wou ld be ou t something 
like $40,000 for the y ear. 
This p rop osed increase in the cost 
of leather to the manu factu rer is 
not welcomed bv them, for it means 
that the cost of shoes mu st be ad­ 
vanced in an equ al p rop ortion if tl^ 
manu factu rer is to maintain his p res­ 
ent equ ilibriu m of cost of p rodu ction 
and of 
p rofits on 
his 
investment. 
The p rop osed 
change in 
discou nt 
rates comes, too, ju st at a time when 
the manu factu rer is doin'g all he can 
to get the cost of p rodu ction back to 
a p oint where he can market shoes at 
a mediu m p rice and 
u p on a basis 
which obtained 
back in 19 07 
and 
19 08 . 
A. P. Bu tterworth, who is the bu y ­ 
ing end of the Marion Shoe comp any , 
say s the p rop osed 
increase in the 
p rice of hides wou ld not materialize 
or at least that it wou ld not hold for 
any great length of time. 
He also 
say s that the market p rice of hides 
is now on the decline and that for the 


hide men to try to cu t the amou nt o f 
the discou nt allowed the manu fac­ 
tu rer at this time wou ld be p oor p lay 
on their p art. 
While the cu t in the 
discou nt wou ld mean 
mu ch to the 
manu factu rers it wou ld mean noth­ 
ing to the consu mer as it wou ld in­ 
crease the cost of a p air of shoes to 
the retailer only from two and a half 
to five cents, is the way in which he 
size» u p the matter. 
It is learned that there are p er­ 
hap s 2,000 small shoe manu factu rers 
throu ghou t the cou ntry and it is' the 
op inion of Mr. Bu tterworth that the 
hide men can not afford to cu t the 
amou nt/ of discou nt to the large man­ 
u factu rer and carry the small firm’s 
accou nts for months at a time. 
He 
say s that the small firms are p rac­ 
tically carried by the 
tanners and 
that u nless the larger firms are al­ 
lowed a, good discou nt that they will 
take to letting their accou nts -rand 
instead of settling and taking advan­ 
tage of a small discou nt. 


y ears sp ent fou r or five weeks each 
.winter, working every day as a sp ec­

HAVE ASKED ANOTHER BALLOT 


Whild" Chilton and Watson Hav e Re­ 
ceiv ed the Majority of Votes Cast in 
Both Houses, Neither Has Receiv ed 
a Majority of All the Votes Cast, and 
the Two Houses in J oint Assembly 
Will Make Another Try at the J ob. 


Charleston, W ./Va., Feb. 1.—Differ­ 
ences of opinion ex ist as to whether or 
not W illiam E. Chilton and Clarence 
W. Watson are leg ally eelcted to the 
United States senate for the long and 
short terms respectiv ely . 
W hile each 
receiv ed a majority of all the v otes in 
the house of delegates and a majority 
of all the v otes cast in the state sen­ 
ate, neither receiv ed a majority of all 
the v otes cast. 
In the senate neither 
receiv ed a majority of all the members 
of the senate, and in order to av oid 
any complications which may there­ 
ov er arise, the two houses in joint as­ 
sembly will v ote again on the matter 
at the request of the two Democratic 
caucus nominees. 
W hile the bolt of a 
week ago in the house had lost much 
of its momentum, Senator J ake Fisher, 
Democrat, sprung a sensation in the 
senate by questioning the sincerity of 
■ome of the Democrats relativ e to in­ 
v estig ating the 
charges of bribery 
which hav e been unofficially preferred 
against W atson and Chilton. 
It was to Senator Fisher that Dele­ 
gate L. J . Shock is alleged to hav e 
dictated 
the 
sensational 
statem ent 
read on the floor of the joint assembly 
by Senator Bland charging that he had 
been paid $1.000 and promised $1,500 
more if he would support W atson and 
Chilton. 
At their request both Fisher 
and Bland were ex cused from v oting. 
In the senate all the Democrats ex ­ 
cept Fisher and Bland v oted for Chil­ 
ton and Watson, giv ing them thirteen 
of the thirty members. 
In the house 
Nelson, Hubbard, Robinson, Kennedy 
and Ice of Barbour bolted Chilton, v ot­ 
ing for Congressman-elect J ohn W. 
Dav is of the First district, while Pa- 
deen and Pemberton joined them in 
bolting Watson. 
^ 
The Republicans had not caucused 
in either house and were taken by sur­ 
prise in the house of deleg ates when 
Speaker W etzel ruled that they could 
not be ex cused from v oting. 
For the 
long term most of them v oted for Sen­ 
ator Scott, -while for the short term 
their v otes went scattered. In the sen­ 
ate no attempt was made to compel the 
Republicans to v ote, and they remain­ 
ed silent.

“ The 
theory of

reciprocity 
agreement with Canada is to lower 
the prices of foodstuffs to the peo­ 
ple. 
But this is not possible without 
lower prices to the farmer, which are 
not likely . The farmers of the coun­ 
try are not now receiv ing too much 
on their labor and the money they 
have invested in the products of their 
farms. 
“I have no criticism to mak e of the 
President and have not made any at 
any time. 
I merely stated my views 
on reciprocity with Canada at Wash­ 
ington, and this was tak en up as a 
criticism of the 
President. It was 
merely a statement of my views on 
the matter and where they differed 
with those of the President. 
“I had no intention of mak ing any 
criticism of the 
President 
at this 
time. 
I didn’t 
come to 
Kansas to 
scatter firebrands, but roses." 
Mr. Watson defended the record of 
the Republican party as a progres­ 
sive record.

Headed Equitable Life After Legisla­ 
tiv e Ex po sures, Fo llo wing 
Resigna­ 
tio n Fro m Ro o sev elt’s Cabinet— Was 
Central Figure In Freight Rebating 
Charges Six Years Ago . 


The career of Paul Morton, who died 
suddenly in a New York hotel recent­ 
ly , was div ided into three distinct p e­ 
riods of greatly v ary ing lengths. From 
1872 to 19 04 he was a railroad man, In 
19 04-5 secretary of the nav y in Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt’s cabinet, and after that 
p resident of the Equitable Life Assur­ 
ance society . 
He was born in Detroit, May 22, 
1857. 
His father was J. Sterling Mor­ 
ton, secretary of agriculture during 
President Clev eland’s second adminis­ 
tration, the founder of Arbor day . His 
mother was Miss Caroline Joy , of a 
p rominent Detroit family . 
When six 
months old he was taken to Nebraska 
City , whore he remained on his fa­ 
ther’s homestead until he was six teen 
y ears of age. 
Mr. Morton’s connection with trans­ 
p ortation ev en antedated his emp loy ­ 
ment by the Burlington railroad tit $16 
a month, in 1S72. 
In the old May s of 
the California trail he often w:itehed 
long wagon trains, drawn by mules 
and ox en, go slowly by his father’s 
Nebraska farm. 
His first ambition 
was to be a wagon boss or stage driv er. 
Began 
as Land Clerk. 
Beginning as a clerk in the land of­ 
fice of the Burlington railroad sy stem 
in XS72, Mr. Morton rap idly gained 
adv ancement aud when he was twen­ 
ty -one had become the assistant gen­ 
eral freight agent of that line. 
After­ 
ward he became its general p assenger 
agent and, later its general freight 
agent, remaining in the latter p ost

until ISIK), when he engaged in tin 
coal and iron business. 
During tin 
p eri* ><1 from 189 0 to I SOO he w a s vie* 
p resident of the Colorado Fuel ant 
Iron comp any and p resident of tin 
Whitebreast Fuel comp any . 
Mr. Morton’s natural bent for rail 
reading, howev er, was too strong ti 
allow him to abandon that field at tha 
time. 
In 189 6 he became third vie* 
p resident of the Santa Fe sy stem ani 
two y e a rs later was p romoted to bi 
second v ice p resident. 
When he entered the Santa Fe of 
flees the sy stem’s annual earning 
were $34,000,000. 
When he left it th* 
y early earnings had reached $64,000, 
OOO. an increase of nearly IOO p er cen 
in sev en y ears. 
It was concerning freight rebate 
that Mr. Morton was criticised aft 
er his ap p ointment in 19 04 as secrc 
tary of tile nav y . 
Ile nev er denie* 
that rebates had been giv en 
by th 
Santa Fe to fav ored ship p ers, justifj 
ing the action on the ground 
o f rn 
cessity . 
Mr. Morton serv ed just a y ear a 
secretary o f the nav y , fro m July I 
1 904 , to July I, 1 905. 
While secreto r; 
he adv o cated enlargement and increaf 
ed efficiency o f the nav y and effects 
Impro v ements in metho ds o f adminls 
tratlo n. 


Became Insurance Head. 
In June, 1 905 , Mr. Mo rto n tendere* 
his resignatio n as secretary o f th 
nav y to accept the presidency o f th 
Metro po litan Street Railro ad co mpany 
the co ntro l o f which had been acquit 
ed by Tho mas F. Ry an, but he nev e 
assumed the duties o f that po sitio n. 
This was just after the insurance lr 
v estigatio n, and the co nsequent reo i 
Io nizatio n o f the Equitable Life As 
surance so ciety had just begun. 
T 
Mr. Mo rto n, who had co me to Ne\ 
Yo rk to lo o k o v er street railro ad mal 
ters, was tendered the chairmanship o 
the ex ecutiv e bo ard o f the Equitabl 
Life, which he accepted. Thus in fo u 
y ears he held fo ur po sitio ns o f grea 
po wer, any o ne o f which might hav 
been co nsidered the summit o f an o rdi 
nary man’s ambitio n.
